Chattahoochee River Had Risen Twenty 
Eight Feet Above Normal at 


The weather bureau received at 4:4 p. 
m. yesterday a report stating that the 


Chattahoochee river at the yauge station, 
which is at the railroad Ustidge, was 21 


feet above zero (the lowest low water 


mark) and was still rising. At 7 a. m. it 
was at 17 feet. 

A large piece of the big 30-inch supply 
pipe which carries the city water supply 
from the pumping station at the river to 
the reservoir at Hemphill avenue water 
works, has been unearthed by washouts. 
This pipe ran along a street which had 
been torn up but was recently covered 
over by the city especially to protect it. 
Recent rains have exposed thr @ sections 
to the surface at that point It was 
considered dangerous to the pipe to con- 
tinue the pressure of water umped 
through it in its exposed conditn, so 
the water supply has been temporarily 
cut off at the river pumping station. 

The city reservoir, however, has a re- 
serve supply sufficient to last ten days, 
so there is no danger of a water famine. 

Car Lines Interfered With. 

There was difficulty yesterday at sev- 
eral points on the Atlanta Railway and 
Power ~ompany’s lines on account of the 
heavy rains. Sand was washed down on 
the tracks in many places covering them 
2 or 3 inches deep and making it im- 
possible to run without going off the 
track. About 8 a. m. many cars were de- 
layed for this reason. A force of about 
fifty men was sent out to clear the 
tracks. ~ = 

At the Whitehall street culvert on the 
West End line there was considerable 
damage, necessitating transfer of pas- 
sengers during part of fhe morning.

twenty-two years .was bro- 
ken with Thursday’s downpour.

Never in the history of the weather bu- 
reau has there been such a season of 
rainy weather in August. The present 
spell breaks the record of twenty-two 
years. Already this month there has been 
9% inches of rain. This makes the high- 
est water mark on record for August. 
That is about double the amount, which 
is 4.75 inches. The nearest approach to 
the present record-breaking precipitation 
was in 1895, when 8.55 inches fell. Consid- 
ering that there are yet eight more days 
in the month, with rain assured for to- 
day and a strong probability of more 
during the remaining week, it is safe to 


preaier that thts 
make a record perhaps not to be equalled 
by another August. during the century. 

The continual rain during the past 
month is one of the most exceptional 
events in the history of local weather 
records. This amount has been exceeded 
in other months, but never ‘or.’in Au- 
gist. or even closely app iched. In 
other months this amount h .§ been ex- 
ceeded; 15.82 inches fell in Ja: mary, 1883, 
and twice during February over . mches 
have fallen, 

There have been thirteen rainy days this 
month. which is a high proportion, but 
breaks no record. The precipitatton has 
been for the most part in heavy showers. 

During the past twenty-four hours more 
than 3% inches of rain has fallen. There 
fell Wednesday night .70 and yesterday 
nearly 3 inches. 

Warnings were sent out yesterday af- 
ternaon by the loca] weather bureau to 
West Point. Columbus and Eufaula, Ala., 
that there is danger of sudden rise in the 
Chattahoochee.

‘Streets all over the city were anything 
but sightly. In many places where dig- 
ging had been done the ditches and ex- 
cavations stood full of muddy water. Sod- 
den heaps of red earth laden with fumes 
of gas gave off unpleasant odors. 

The heavy and continuous rain suc- 
ceeded in searching out defective spots 
in roofs and many households were put 
to confusion by a sudden downpour of 
water indoors.

St. Joseph, Mo., August 22.—A suit for 
the division of the Burnes family estate, 
estimated to be worth between $10,000,000 
and $12,000,000, has been filed here by Mury 
B. Moore, one of the beirs, wife of Gen- 
era! Milton Moore, of Kansas City. A re- 
ceiver is also asked for the estate of 
which Lewis C. Burnes, president of. the 
national bank of St. Joseph. is adminis- 
trator. Mrs. Moore claims one-seventh 
of about one-third of the estate, which 
covers valuable property in St. Loris, 


St. Joseph and Joplin, Mo., and Leaven- 
worth and Atchison, Kans. The suit 


charges Burnes with holding the books 
and refusing to permit an investigation 
of the affairs of the estate. Among the 


old defendants is Elias Gatch, maneger 
of the famous Granby mine in the Jop- 
lin district. valued at $4,000,000. 

The Burnes family has been prominent 
in northwest Missouri since pioneer days. 
Three of the five brothers—Daniel D., J. 
N., who became a member of congress, 
and Calvin F.—controlled the commercial 
and political destinies of that part of the, 
state for many years. They located at 
Weston. Mo., and became rich through 
merchandising and when Weston became 
decadent, removed to St. Joseph, where 
they engaged in banking and other com- 
mercial enterprises. Much of their earn- 
ings were invested in lands and today the 
estate is one of the largest in Missouri. 

More Suits To Be Filed. 


Kansas City, Mo., August 22.—General 
Milton Moore, whose wife, as an alleged 
heir by adoption, has sued for an ac- 
counting of the Burnes estate and the 
appointment of a receiver, when ‘seen 
today refused to talk about the suit. 
Theodore Winningham, whose wife is also 
one of the Burnes heirs and who is made 
one of the defendants in the suit cf her 
sister, said: 

‘Mrs. Moore's suit is not the only one 
that will be recorded. Mrs. Winningham 
will soon file papers asking for a division 
of the entire estate and an accounting 
and then there will be a second suit 
charging mismanagement of the ee 
erty.”’

DENOUNCES DECISION 
IN THE ISLAND CASES 


Action of the Court Without a Par- 
allel in Our Judicial History. 
Speech of the Congressman 
Was_ Greeted by 
Applause. 


Denver, Colo., August 22.—A sensation 
was caused at today’s session of the 
American Bar Association by the address 
of Congressman C. E. Littlefield, of 
Maine, on “The Insular Cases."" Mr. Lit- 
tlefield’s address drew forth loud and 
long-continued applause and a motion 
was made to tender him a vote of thanks 
for it, but this motion was declared out 
of order by the president on the ground 
that the speaker is a member of the as- 
sociation. The view of the mover was 
not, however, universal with the mem- 
bers, for just before recess was taken 
Adolph Moses, of Chicago, made a vigor- 
ous protest against what he character- 
ized as an unwarranted attack upon the 
supreme court of the United States. His 
remarks were cut off by a point of or- 
der, but his words were greeted with ap- 
plause in which a considerable minority 
of the convention joined. 

The convention met at 10 o'clock and 
President Wetmore at once introduced 
Charles E. Littlefield, of Maine. 

Littlefield Attacks Court. 


Mr. Littlefield spoke on ‘“‘The Insular 
Cases.”’ “‘These cases,’’ he said, ‘“con- 
sidered in the manner in which the re- 
sults were reached, the incongruity of 
the results, and the variety of incon- 
sistent views expressed by the different 
members of the court, are without a 
parallel in our judicial history.” 

Taking up the first case known as De- 
Lima v. Bidwell, stating the opinion of 
every member of the supreme court on 
the same, the speaker said Justice Brown 
did not announce the conclusion and 
judgment of the court, affirming the 
judgment of the court below, but render- 
ed one of his own. Referring to the opin- 
ions of Justices White, Shiras and c- 
+ ee in the same case, the speaker 
said: 

“Technically speaking, there is no 
opinion of the court to sustain the judg- 
ment. If tte Dooley. case (known aa 
Dooley v. United States) is controlled 
by the Downes cases,’ said Mr. Little- 
field, “‘there would séem to be no good 
reason why it should not have been de- 
cided. Thatit wae not.raises the inference 
that {t would be decided adversely to 
the government, or that there was a 
greater difference of opinion than usyal 
with reference to it. Mr. Justice Grav 
is the only one who indicates his posi- 
tion in this case.’’ 


Mr. Littlefield considered the other 
cases which had been passed upon and 
said in the unsettled condition of the 
court it was hardly worth while tea 
speculate as to the result of those cases. 
His conclusion as to Porto Rico's status 
is, briefly: 

“So far as the operation of the con- 
stitution was concerned this territory 
all legal intent and purpose a 
United States. It matters 
not how the constitution reached the 
territory so far as this case was concern- 
ed, so long as it was there.”’ 

The Negro Is Discussed. 

Mr. Littlefield also discussed the thir- 
teenth amendment to the constitution 
as it has been construed by the sn- 
preme court in regard to Porto Rico and 
the Philippines. He said, referring to 
slavery as it existed In the United States: 

“The negro cannot be driven out of the 
south. He is vastly the superior of the 
Filipino physically, and until the Philip- 
pines produce a Fred Douglass or a Book- 
er T. Washington, he has nothing to fear 
in an intellectual comparison.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Littlefield’s 
address, reports of the following stand- 
ine committees were submitted without 
being read: 

Jurisprudence and law reform, legal ed- 
ucation and admission to the bar, com- 
mercial law. international law, obituary, 
and law reporting and digesting The 
commercial law committee in its report 
expresses dissatisfaction with the new 
bankruptcy law, and declares that it has 
made strong efforts to secure amend- 
ments, but in vain. The committee is 
still of the opinion: 

1. That a bankruptcy law is wise and 
beneficient legislation. 2. That the ideal 
bankruptcy law is one that (4) allows 
every honest debtor to procure a speedy 
discharge from his obligations upon the 
surrender of all his property; (b) gives 
every creditor a complete remedy against 
actual or contemplated fraud on the part 
of the debtor: (c) punishes all fraud on 
the part of the debtor or creditor with re- 
lentless severity. 3. kt our present 
bankruptcy law to fulfill these conditions 
needs careful and trenchant amendment 
on the lines that this association has ap- 
proved. 4. That the association should, 
through its committee on commercial law 
for the ensuing vear, continue its line of 
work looking to tBe perfecting of the bank- 
ruptcy law. 

Moses °%n Littlefield. 

At this point Mr. Moses got the floor 
and said: 

‘Tl wish to record my note of dissent to 
the general applause which followed the 
resentation of the insular cases by Mr. 
Attlefield. I regret to have listened not 
to a piece of information but rather to 
what I consider an unwarranted attack 
upon the supreme court of the United 
States, and as a member of this associa- 
tion I wish to raise my voice in pro- 
test against the use of this platform for 
a purpose of this kind. I remember to 
have read that when the celebrated case 
of Cohen v. Virginia was decided by 
Chief Justice Marshall he was burned in 
effigy in the city of Baltimore He was 
denounced in every court house in Vir- 
ginia. and yet we look upon that great de- 
cision as one of the vindications of the 
government. And that is not the only 
instance where denunciation has followed 
the action of the supreme court of the 
United States. Those who believed with 
the majoritv have full confidence in the 
sober second thought of the people of the 
United States as to the correctn@s of this 
great decision. 
“It has a political aspect, and it is but 
natural that all of us free Americans 
should take divergent views, but I pro- 
test against the use of this platform on 
the part of any man however capable.” 
Here Thomas M. Patterson, of Pennsyl- 
vania, interposed a point of order, which 
was sustained by the president ,and a re- 

cess was taken until 8 o'clock tonight.

Traffic Manager Quits Road 
October 1, 


FUTURE PLANS NOT KNOWK 


Gays His Reasons for Resigning 
Would Not Interest Public—He 
Has Done Good Work for 
His Road—Interview 
with Him. 


Savannah, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
Traffic Manager E. H. Hinton, of the 
Central railroad, will resign that position 
and will be succeeded by General Freight 
Agent W. A. Winburm. Mr. Hinton’s 
resignation will become effective October 
1. Mr. Winburn’s successor has not been 
determined. 

Mr. Hinton was seen tonight about the 
report of his resignation. It had been 
said that he had resigned. This he de- 
nied, but he said that he would resign. 
He will tender his resignation to Presi- 
dent John M. Egan within a few days. 
When asked why he intended to resign, 
Mr. Hinton replied that his reasons 
would be of no interest to the public. 
Further than that he would not discuss 
the matter. Next Wednesday he and his 
family will leave for Buffalo on a trip 
that Mr. Hinton has had in contempla- 
tion for some time. After two weeks 
there he will return to his duties and 
will get everything in shape to turn over 
to his successor. 

Mr. Hinton began his work with the 
Central on June 1, 1897, coming to Savan- 
nah from St. Louis, where he represented 
the Southern. Pacific interests on the 
board of administration of the South- 
westefn Traffic Association. His work as 
traffic manager of the Central has been 
most admirable and evidence of his thor- 
oughness and attention to all details is 
to be seen all along the lines. Particuylar- 
ly is this true in the peach belt, where 
Mr. Hinton is known by all large grow- 
ers and where his efforts have been ap- 
preciated. His railroad career was begun 
in 1879, when he was 24 years old. He 
was then joint freight accountant for the 
old Chicago, St. Louis and New Orleans 
and the Mississippi and Tennessee at 
Grenada, Miss. He then went to New Or- 
leans as chief rate clerk for the Chicago, 
St. Louis and New Orleans, with D. B. 
Morey as general freight agent and W. 
W. Finlay as assistant general freight 
agent. He was there until the Texas Pa- 
cific consolidation with other Gould lines 
In the southwest. 

Mr. Finlay was appointed assistant 
general freight agent of the Gould south- 
western system at New Orleans in 1883. 
when Mr. Hinton became chief rate clerk 
under him. Afterwards he was made 
contracting freight agent at New Or- 
leans. Subsequently he was made com- 
mercial agent and in 1887 he became as- 
sistant general freight agent of the 
Texas Pacific at Dallas. One year later 
he became general freight agent of that 
road, holding the position until 1892, when 
he went to San Francisco to take charge 
of the traffic affairs of the Panama Resl- 
road Company. He remained there until 
1896, when he went to St. Louis. 

Mr. Hinton’s plans have not matured. 
He does not know positively where he 
will go when he leaves the Central. He is 
too good a traffic man to remain idle, 
however, and his services will be in de- 
mand. 
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DENNIS IS NOW AT EATONTON 


He Was Struck by an Engine of a 
Passenger Train. 

Eatonton, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
John T. Dennis, railway mail clerk run- 
ning between Columbus and Ameri-cus, 
who was struck by the engine of an in- 
coming Central passenger train at the 
latter place on the 10th instant and so 
badly injured about the side and back, 
has been removed to his home in BPaton- 
ton, where he is quietly resting. The 
journey home was made with remarkable 
ease, and he is now doing as well as pos- 
sible under the circumstances, but it is 
feared it will be some time before he is 
able to resume his duties. 


TRIED TO MANAGE FERRY FLAT 


One Negro Drowned and Other Had 
Close Call. 

Patonton, Ga.,- August 22.—(Special.)— 
The two negroes who attempted a night 
or two ago to cross the river at Oconee 
Springs in a common ferry flat, one of 
whom was drowned, were from Hancock 
county. Each had a mule and undertook 
the passage without the assistance of 
the ferryman. During the trip the cable 
snapped and the flat and its occupants 
were at the mercy of the muddy stream. 
In the confusion the mules sprang irto 
the stream and swam to shore. The fiat 
floated rapidly down stream until it be- 
came hung on a rock and one end sunk 
beneath the water. One of the negroes 
Was drowned at once; the other became 
entangled in the chain fastened to the 
submerged end of the flat from which he 
was unable to extricate himself, and 
would have suffered the same fute as his 
companion had not, by reason of the mo- 
tion of the water, the flat, alternately 
rising and sinking. carried its un- 
fortunate victim with it. As he 
rose above the angry flood he 
made the welkin ring with his cries 
for help, caught his breath and prepared 
for another descent.

Half 
dead from exhaustion, he was rescued the 
next morning.

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GUERRY SPEAKS AT JACKSON 


Pays His Respects to the Lobbyists 
and the Candidates. 


JUST LIKE HIS PELHAM SPEECH 


Welcomes Early Campaign Though 
He Declares Others Are Respon- 
sible for It. 


Jackson, Ga. August 22.—(Special.)— 
Hon. Dupont Guerry made his second po- 
litical speech of the campaign here t0o- 
day before an audience of 200 to 300 peo- 
ple. Many of them were farmers from 
Butts and the surrounding counties. 

Mr. Guerry’s speech Was about on the 
same lMnes as that he made recently at 
Pelham, Ga. In substance it was the 
same, and many of his remarks about 
the issues and the other candidates were 
almost. identical. 

He was introduced by Hon, C. O. Beau- 
champ ag “the prohibition candidate for 
governor of Georgia.’”’ There was little 
demonstration during the speech, though 
he was heartily applauded at its conclu- 
sion.

lina So Reports. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 22.—(Special.)— 
The cattle quarantine insnéctor who is 
on duty in the north Piedmonf section 
reports to the agricultural department 
that in a section of McDowell county, he 
finds the cattle on fully half the farms 
infected with Texas fever. The quar- 
antine line will be so arranged as to bar 
out this infected area.

It has voted $100,000 in bonds for 
that purpose and another $100,000 for sew- 
erage. By the end of September the 
work will be in progress. 

The fever, which has killed so many 
horses in Hyde county and is transmitted 
by mosquitoes, is now slaying horses 
and mules in Pamlico county. Fifty have 
died in one section during the past few 
days.

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REPUBLICANS OF VIRGINIA

Last Day's Proceedings of State Con- 
vention at Roanoke. 


THE ADOPTION OF A PLATFORM 


Attacks the Grandfather Clause of 
Constitutional Convention 
Suffrage Plan. 


Roanoke, Va., August 22.—The repub- 
lican state convention reassembled at 10 
o'clock this morning. Ex-Congressman 
Thorpe, chairman of the resolutions com- 
mittee, presented the platform, which 
was adopted by acclamation without de- 
bate. The platform indorses and an- 
nounces adhesion to the principles of the 
national republican party as enunciated 
in the Philadelphia platform. It in- 
dorses McKinley's administration and 
gives its unqualified assent to the re- 
publican doctrine that the people are 
sovereign and that all power is derived 
from and belongs to the people. It de- 
clares its willingness to trust to the peo- 
ple the decision of all political issues. 
It denounces all attempts to discriminate 
im favor of or against citizens of Vir- 
ginia on account of race or color. It pro- 
tests against the proposition to confer 
the right of suffrage on unworthy per- 
sons on account of the merits or the 
achievements of their ancestors, as tend- 
ing to create a privileged class and dis- 
crimination against others equally as 
worthy. It favors the right of suffrage 
being left as fixed by the present con- 
stitution of Virginia, with such laws and 
guarantees as will secure to every qual- 
ified voter a free ballot and fair count. 
It arraigns the democratic party of Vir- 
ginia for the ‘‘wilful, deliberate, debased 
and fraudulent elections that have been 
held in this state for years past.’’ It de- 
clares its unalterable opposition to crim- 
inal trusts and to every illegal combina- 
tion of capital; but wages no war on 
combination of capital for legitimate pur- 
poses and arraigns the democratic party 
of Virginia, which has had control of the 
state government for fifteen years, for 
its failure to enact any law or take any 
steps to control, prevent or punish such 
criminal trusts and illegal combinations 
of capital. It protests against the 
scheme to promulgate the new legislation 
without submitting it to the people. 

It favors economy in the administration 
of state government and charges the 
democratic party with wanton extrayv- 
agance and wilful waste. It condemns 
the democratic party for not having 
changed the law of fellow servants, as 
construed by the supreme court of ap- 
peals, and denounces the acts of the 
democratic legislature in its attempt to 
destroy the oyster interests of the state. 
It demands liberal state pensions for dis- 
abled confederate soldiers and their wid- 
ows. It opposes any increase of the poll 
tax. 

After the platform had been disposed 
of, Mr. Lurty, the defeated candidate for 
governor, made a speech indorsing the 
convention’s nominations of last night. 

J. Hampton Hoge, the nominee for 
governor, was called for amd responded 
with a speech in which he scored his 
democratic opponent and the democratic 
party. He was enthusiastically cheered 
At 11:30 o'clock the convention adjourned 
sine die.

On Man Killed, Another One 
Mortally and a Third One 
Slightly Wounded, — 


GREAT EXCITEMENT AT 
ALABAMA COURT HOUSE 


James Brown, Negro, Tried at Ashe- 
ville and Sentenced To Death. 
Mob Around Court House. 
Bloody Battle After 

the Trial. j 


Birmingham, Ala., August 22.—A_ spe- 
cial to The Age-Herald from Asheville, 
Ala., says that one man was killed and 
another probably fatally wounded in a 
battle here today to save the negro, Jim 
Brown, from the vengeance of a mob. af- 
ter he had been tried and sentenced to be 
hanged on September 20 for the most 
heinous crime known in the criminal law 
of any state. The killed are: 

WALTER BLANKENSHIP, shot 
through the head. the ball penetrating 
the skull above the right ear. 

Wounded: 

ARTHUR BLANKENSHIP, breast and 
abdomen penetrated by birdshot: eye put 
out. 

A SMALI BOY, the son of James Han- 
ley, slightly wounded about the face by 
‘birdshot. 

The Blankenships were brothers, and it 
As said have been in town since Monday 
trying to stir up the trouble. Walter 
died within two hours after being shot 
and Arthur is in a precarious condition. 

Trial of the Negro. 

The attempt of the mob to gain posses- 
sion of the negro followed one of the 
‘swiftest and fairest trials ever held. It 
Was a battle of witnesses with the judge 
and court officials on the defensive to 
suppress the fast rising anger of the 
crowd, as detail after detail of the 
flend’s work was told by the witnesses 
for the state. There was no evidence 
'for the defense. As the brute said after- 
wards in his confession there was noth- 
lfng the witnesses he had summoned 
‘could say in his behalf. ‘ 

The clash came in half an hour after 
Judge Pelham had pronounced the sen- 
tence. Bv a ruse the court room was 
cleared of half of its angry occupants. 
The remaining half was surly and seemed 
bent on mischief. 

At the request of Judge Pelham, J. L. 
| Garrett. father of the girl outaged by 
Brown, mounted a table and spoke, coun- 
igeling peace. He had hardly ad 
'dressed the assembly as his friends and 


-s meighbors before he broke down in tears. 


‘In concluding his appeal, he said: 

“Tf you have any respect for my feel- 
ings. if I can have any weight in your 
hearts, let me urge you as good citizens 
to go home and obey the law and I will 
never cease to thank you from the bot- 
tom of my heart from this day to the day 
of my death. 

Fired Into Windows. 

After some difficulty the court room 
was cleared. Sheriff North thought it un- 
wise to attempt to take Brown to the 
jail, a few blocks away. for the crowd 
was rapidly increasing around the front 
door of the court house. Twenty-eight 
deputies, armed with pistols and shot- 
guns, were stationed in the front hall 
and at the windows of the court room. 
The first sign of an outbreak came when 
one man from the outside with a pistol 
in his hand started to mount the stair- 
way. He was followed by two or three 
others. Several shots were exchanged 
and the mob leaders retreated to the out- 
side when two members began firing into 
the windows. 

Arthur Blankenship was hit first and 
his brother was shot while emptying his 
revolver in the direction of the windows 
above. 

A hard rain began falling. The bodies 
of the wounded were removed and ‘the 
crowd scattered about in front of the 
stores across the street. The officers 
took advantage of this lull and spirited 
the negro away in charge of two special 
deputies. He was gotten safely aboard 
a freight train for Birmingham. 

Jim Brown’s Crime. 

The crime for which Brown will hang 
was committed on May 7, near Spring- 
ville, within a quarter of a mile from the 
home of the Garretts. He was working 
in a field near where Miss Garrett, who is 
a school teacher, had to. pass in return- 
in- home late in the afternoon. He fol- 
lowed her for some distance and finally 
assaulted her near a creek.

JAILER FIRED HIS REVOLVER. 


Then the Mob Tore Down Barbed 
Wire Fence in Getting Away. 

Asheville, N. C., August 22.—(Special.)— 
Last night a crowd of negroes went to 
the jail to lynch John Miller, a negro who 
killed and put the body of Willie Seaborn, 
a negro, in a trunk Saturday night. Only 
the jailer was there. He fired his revolver 
in the air and the crowd tore down a 
barbed wire fence to get away. Scraps 
of clothing are still on the wire. 


HIS BODY WAS SAWED IN TWO 


John Bleving Falls on a Circular Saw 
at Owingsville, Ky. 
Louisville, Ky., August 22.—(Special.)— 
John Bleving, aged 50 years, met a horri-

PARDON OF COLONEL W. A. NEAL 


Governor McSweeney Pardons For- 
mer Penitentiary Superintendent. 
Columbia. 8. C., August 22.—(Special.)— 

Governor McSweeney today pardoned 
Colonel W. A. Neal, former superintend- 
ent of the penitentiary, who was convict- 
ed of failing to turn over funds to his 
successor in office. Colonel Neal was 
over $7,000 short in 1898, but his bonds- 
men paid the full amount and have been 
repaid by Neal. He abandoned kis ap- 
peal to the supreme court and has never 
been actually imprisoned. 


Negroes Killed by Explosion. 

Donaldsonville, La., August 22.—At Rap 
idan janding last night the boiler of a 
pump boat owned by Loisel & Israel ex- 
ploded, killing two negroes and injuring 
fc.rteen. The pump men, a negro, fell 
arleep and the boiler went dry, resulting 
in the explosion, 
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the girl into the water, threatening to 
drown her. Abandoning this last thought 
of ending: his heinous crime by murder, 
he pulled off his clothes and put on an- 
other suit in the presence of the young 
woman, throwing his shoes into the 
water.

WORKERS ON CONSTITUTION 


Roll Call Yesterday — Senator 
Daniel’s Amendment to 
Rules Was Adopted. 
Other Business. 


Richmond. Va,. August 22.—The consti- 
tutional convention resumed its labors 
today after a recess of nearly three weeks. 
Sixty-eight members responded to the roll 
call. Republican members were conspic- 
uous by their absence, only one of them 
being on hand. 

The convention adopted the amendment 
to the rules offered by Senator Daniel, 
providing that when a resolution is pend- 
ing and an amendment is offered the 
tabling of such amendment shall not carry 
or prejudice the original resolution. 

A communication from the secretary of 
the commonwealth in response to a reSo- 
lution adopted by the convention calling 
for information as to the number of pri- 
vate corporations doing business in this 
state the amount of capital invested and 
the taxation received from such corpora- 
tions, was read. The secretary says there 
is no data in his office from which to 
compile such a report, and he has ad- 
dressed letters to the various commis- 
sioners of the revenue with a vicw to 
obtaining the desired information. 

An invitation was received from H. 
A. Carrington camp, Confederate Veter- 
ans, of Smithville, Va., inviting the con- 
vention to witness the unveiling of the 
confederate monument at that place on 
Tuesday next. 


JUDGE HARNEY NOT ATTACKED 


Alleged That His Decision Was In- 
fluenced by Woman. 


Helena, Mont., August 22.—Sensational 
affidavits filed in the’ Silver Bow district 
court in the Minnie Healy case, in which 
it is asserted that Judge Harney, of 
Butte, was improperly influenced in ren- 
dering a decision favorable to the Heinze 
interests, have S#eached the supreme court 
through official ¢:.*nnels. The affidavits, 
as well as the M:x Brackett letters, 
which make up a large’record, were filed 
with the supreme court today by counsel 
for the Boston and Montana, and an in- 
junction is asked for to restrain Heinze 
from working the Minnie Healy mine 
pending an appeal from Judge Harney’s 
judgment. One court will hear the ap- 
plications for injunction next Monday.

Chicago, August 22.—Interesting testi- 
mony as to the gradual but certain rise 
of the colored man in the business in- 
dustrial pursuits was given today at the 
second session of the National Negro 
Business League. The keynote of the 
entire meeting was the ability of the 
negro to overcome obstacles and to lead 

a successful and satisfactory career. 

Some of the men who took part in the 
discussions were slaves thirty-five years 
ago; others were of a later generation 
and had received a business or special 
education. All told how the negro, with 
the exercise of fortitude, patience and 
by use of honest methods, can surely suc- 
ceed.

THE FRAUDS IN CUSTOM HOUSE 


Statement Is Made by Appraiser 
Wakeman of New York. 

New York, August 22.—Appraiser of 
Customs Wakeman sald today: 

“T think the public is entitled to know 
that additional irregularities in the ap- 
praisement of silk have been found. I 
expect to return some invoices to the 
collector of the port tomorrow.” 

The invoices in question are for Jap- 
anese silks that were valued at $16,000 and 
are alleged to be worth $20,000. The firm 
that imported these goods has since Jan- 
uary said to have imported $2,000,000 worth 
of Japanese siiks, on which the govern- 
ment is alleged to have Icst 25 per cent 
of the duties. Frauds are also said to 
have been discovered in the importation 
of Japanese silk handkerchiefs. 


KILLED IN GAMBLING HOUSE 


Millionaire Strong Is Shot To Death 
at Cripple Creek. 

Cripple Creek, Colo., August 22.—Samuel 
Strong, the millionafre mine owner and 
former proprietor of the famous Strong 
mine at Victor, was shot and killed to- 
day by Grant Crumky, proprietor of a 
saloon and gambling house. 

Strong and three friends had visited 
the place where John Neville, Strong's 
father in law, became engaged in an 
altercation with Crumley. Believing his 
father in law's life was endangered, 
Strong drew a revolver. Crumley stepped 
back of the bar, grasped a shotgun and 
discharged it at Strong's head. The mil- 
lionaire fell dead and Crumley surrendered 
to the police. 


FEARFUL FALL OF AERONAUT. 


Benjamin Tumbled 300 Feet Into 
Mud and Water. 


New York, August 22.—Benjamin Benja- 
min, an aeronaut, fell from his balloon 
while making an ascension today at the 
Hoboken, N. J.. Schuetzen park. Failure 
of the parachute to work caused the ac- 
cident. Benjamin fell possibly 300 feet 
in the Hackensack meadows and this 
probably saved hisilife, ashe landed in 
mud and water, sinking up to his neck. A 
boatman rescued him. 

His injuries are not only from shock of 
the fall, but from the onslaught of myri- 
ads .of mosquitoes, which attacked him 
as he was stuck in the mud, and whose 
stings made his features unrecognizable.

Away.

Anadarko, Okla., August 22.—Three per- 
sons were killed, two seriously and a 
number slightly injured in a heavy wind 
and rain storm. which visited Anadarko 
last evening. Twenty buildings were al- 
most wrecked, hundreds of tents occu- 
pied by homesteaders were torn to pieces 
and great quantities of merchandise was 
strewn far and wide over the prairie.

Anadarko is one of the three towns 
which sprang up after the opening re- 
cently, by lottery, of the Kiowa-Comanche 

Wan reservation. After the drawing 
had been concluded thousands of home- 
steaders, many of whom failed to win in 
the drawing, rushed hither and pur- 
chased town lots which were being auc- 
tioned off by the government. 

In less than thirty days the town had 
reached over 6,000 in population. Build- 
ings were in course of erection on every 
hand, while the majority of the popi€n- 
tion resided in tents systematically ar- 
ranged along the various streets. 

When the storm came twenty of the 
half finished houses were torn to pieces. 
Flying timbers caused the fatalities noted, 
while the winds swept the tents into a 
conglomerate mass and the rain soaked 
thousands of dollars’ worth of merchan- 
dise. 

The storm passed over quickly, the 
moon came out and the boomers imme- 
diately set about restoring order. The 
financial loss was quite heavy, but no 
figures are obtainable. 

Property Loss Heavy. 

Hobart, Ckla., August 22.—A storm ap- 
proaching a cloudburst visited Hobart, 
one of the new towns on the Kiowa- 
Comanche lands, last night. No lives 
were lost here, but thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property was destroyed. Every- 
thing stored in tents was soaked by the 
rain 2 1-4 inches of which fell in an hour. 

In the country districts it is reported 
the storm was mofe'severe, and at least 
four persons are said to have been killed. 


THEY DEMAND STRAIGHT COPY 


Columbus, Ohio,'‘Printers Refuse To 
Set Bureau Matter. 

Columbus, Ohio, August 22.—The Press- 
Post printers refused today to “‘set’’ news 
furnished by a local news bureau and the 
paper appeared this evening filled with 
miscellany. The news department of the 
paper having been abolished, the news 
writers’ union has declared a lockout at 
the establishment and tonight the print- 
ers decided that hereafter they will set 
nothing but editorials and advertisements 
until the trouble between the proprietor 
and the news writers’ union is settled. 
The action of the printers is approved by 
the local typographical union. 


OIL FIRE WAS VERY COSTLY 


Fourteen Tanks Valued at Half Mil- 
lion Were Burned. 

Philadelphia, August 22.—The fire which 
started at the works of the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company, at Point Breeze, on the 
Schuylkill river front in the southwestern 
section of the city, burned itself out to- 
day. Vice President Lloyd, of the com- 
pany, estimates the loss at about $500,000. 
Fourteen tanks, containing about 200,000 
barrels of oil, were destroyed. One pump- 
ing section and thousands of feet of pipe 
were rendered useless, but the most im- 
portant machinery is intact. The death 
list has been reduced to three.

TROUBLE NEAR TEXARKANA 


Man Killed Not Connected with the 
Original Row and His Murder 
Will Likely Be the Cause 
of International Com- 
plications. 


Texarkana, Tex., August 22.—An Italian 
named Gingotti was killed near Ash- 
down, twenty miles north of here, yes- 
terday, and the killing is likely to de- 
velop into an international affair. For 
some time the Kansas City Southern 
railway has had a large force of Italian 
laborers at work on its line near Ash 
down. From a member of the crew the 
following details of the killing are 
learned: 

The foreman sent several Italians with 
a handcar up the Kansas City Southern’s 
track after some material. Through al- 
leged ignorance the crew got their car 
over on the track of another company. 
A section foreman took the car from 
the Italians, locked the wheels and left 
them to return to their camp. Officials 
gave an explanation, however, and four 
Italians were sent after the car. When 
they arrived where the car was a fight 
ensued between them and an American 
crew. One Italian was knocked down 
with a club by an American. The Ital- 
ian drew a knife and stabbed his assail- 
ant. Then they fled to their camps. 

Subsequently an Italian foreman was 
attacked and badly beaten. Later a 
crowd of armed men, between fifty and 
sixty, went to the camp and ordered the 
Italians from the cars, telling them to 
“line up.” It was then that some one 
fired a winchester, killing Gingotti in- 
stantly. The body was brought here for 
burial. 

The dead man had nothing to do with 
the first fight and the Italians are great- 
ly incensed. Gingotti was a nephew of 
A. Gingotti, a shoeman of Texarkana. 
The crew was removed from Ashdowr 
at once to save further trouble. The 
Italian embassy at Washington and the 
Italian government have been notified 
and further developments are expected.

Arson Case Tried—Verdict Convicted 
Hennegan. 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., August 22.—(Special.) 
Tuscaloosa county court is in session 
this week and the session is one of the 
most interesting held in some time.

HE COUNTED ONCE MORE 
AND MONEY WAS FOUND 


Before Second Count, Treasurer Stow- 
ers Was Told of Shortage—The 
Treasurer Makes No State- 
ment in Regard to 
the Matter. 


Jackson, Miss., August 22.—Governor 
Longino has issued a statement of the 
condition of the state treasury, showing 
that on August 15 he found by actual 
count $677,946, when the books called for 
$840,468, a shortage of $162,621. Treasurer 
Stowers was, however, allowed credit for 
due bills, drafts, etc., amounting to 
$55,000, leaving a shortage of $107,621. 

The governor then states: “I indulged 
the hope that the amount of said short- 
age would be replaced if opportunity and 
time were given before public aciion of 
the result of said count and that the 
state might thus recover the money 
without further trouble, explanation or 
loss and I, therefore, in the interest of 
the state, enjoined secrecy of tnose pres- 
ent in regard to the whole proceedings 
and agreed with Mr. Stowers that I 
would make another count of the money 
on Tuesday, August 20th. On the date 
fixed I made the said count. It was then 
found that cash and drafts on hand bal- 
anced with the books, which called for 
$905,914.’’ 

The governor closes with the above 
simple statement of facts, showing that 
the condition of the funds in the treasury 
on said count is as reqy ved by section 
137 of the constitution an ‘presses the 
opinion that the books she treasury 
show a correct statement of the amounts 
which should have been in the treasury 
on said 15th and 2th days of Avygust, 
1901, respectively. 

The goverhor says in conclusion: 

‘‘Before doing or saying anything fur- 
ther in the premises I deem it just to Mr. 
Stowers (the treasurer) that he be given 
full opportunity to make such explana- 
tion of the matter as he may see fit.’’ 

The publication of this report created 
no end of excitement. Mr. Stowers has 
declined to make any statement.

the paper. I am equally positive that the 
date was nearer July 4 than July 23. Most 
of the reporters covering ¢’ .navy yard 
at the time of the war called .t the com- 
mandant'’s office at least once every week 
day to ask him for official notes. These 
calls were generally made before noon 
or about that time. It was on one of 
these calls that Howison spoke of Samp- 
son and Schley as I reported in the arti- 
cle August 7. I called alone and nobody 
was in the room at the time Howigon was 
talking. 
Howison Criticised Schley. 

“The naval victory at Santtago was 
then the subject of general discussion, 
and I remember alluding to it, or to 
some feature of it, to Howison. There 
was consideradle newspaper talk about 
Sampson having acted in a churlish man- 
ner toward Schley, and I may have men- 
tioned or quoted some of it to Howison, 
but I do not récall the detailed manner in 
which the discussion started. I distinct- 
ly remember Howison saying that Samp- 
son was the man to whom credit for the 
victory belonged. I remember, in his 
interesting description of the responsibill- 
ties, that Sampson had to bear the ar 
rangement of the plan of possible battle 
long before the actual battle took place. 
Howison said that Sampson was held in 
much higher regard among naval officers 
than Schley was: that Sampson Was a 
cool, brave, intelligent strategist, while 
Schley was not as competent: that 
Schley was inclined to be hot-headeda and 
not as brave a leader ag Sampson: that 
at the naval academy Schley had not 
been held In as age regard as Sampson. 

“The exact words used by Commodore 
Howison in expressing these ideas 1 can- 
not recall, but the substance of what he 
told me J havé given accurately. The 
whole tenor of what he said was that 
Sampson was generally superior fo 
wef both aS @ man and as a naval 
olficer.’’ 


Schley’s Counsel Meet Hackett. 

Washington, August 22.—Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Hiackett, at 11 o'clock 
this forenoon, sent a messenger to Ad- 
miral Schley’s counsel requesting their 
presence at the navv department. In 
his message Mr. Hackett stated that he 
desired to see the lawyers on an impor- 
tant matter. At the conclusion of their 
conference with Acting Secretary Hack- 
ett Messrs. Wilson and Raynor stated 
that their talk had nothing to do with the 
membership of the court of inquiry, but 
was on a technical question which wes 
of interest oniy to themselves. They will 
now forward their reply to Mr. Hackett’s 
letter of yesterday: 

Admiral Schley has framed a reply to 
Mr. Hackett’s communication of yester- 
day expressing the department’s unwill- 
ingness to further question Admiral How- 
ison’s qualifications as a member cf the 
court of inquiry. It was announced by , 
Admiral Schley’s counsel that the admi- 
ral's jetter would not be made public for 
the present. The admiral himself pre- 
pared the reply tonight and it probably 
will reach the department tomorrow, 

Schley’s Son Explains. 

Captain Thomas F. Schley, Twenty- 
third infantry, has made an official reply 
to the war department regarding the al- 
leged interview credited to him im the 
matier of the Schley court of inquiry. 
Captain Schley says that he has had no 
interview and has talked for publication 
with no person. He also says that some 
remarks made by him in a private con- 
versation were picked up, distorted and 
extended upon and the publication mis- 
represented what he said in a friencly 
conversation with other gentlemen. The 
letter is regardesl at the war department 
as completely exonerating Captain Schley 
and as a satisfactory explanation of the 
alleged interview,

He was despondent over 
the attention another man was paying ° 
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Cotton Buyers Come Tegether. 

The organization of the interior cot- 
ton buyers of the four states—Georgia, 
Alabama and the Carolinas—covered 
by the Southeastern Freight Associa- 
tion, marks the beginning of a con- 
test on part of cotton handlers with 
all the extraneous agencies fastened 
upon the business. 

The coming together of these men 
was not without premonition. The 
commercial end of the local cotton 
market has never had organization, 
and as a matter of fact, has never 
stood for what it should. A crop val- 
ued at $400,000,000 a year presents the 
curious anomally of having no resting 
place between the field and the freight 
car. No matter what the state of the 
market, there was no recourse but for 
the producer to hand over his property 
without regard to his loss. Ruinous 
as was this policy to the planter, it 
Was equally so to the local commercial 
handlers, who, without common under- 
standing, always stood in fear of each 


,other and became a ready prey for 


those at a distance. The classification 
of cotton was fixed by those who had 
never seen a cotton bloom; prices were 
fixed by those who stood in need of 
the cotton, and all the planter could 
do was to submit. Railroad rates were 
fixed at meetings in which the cotton 
man was not represented. This entire 
business, then, from producer to com- 
mercial handler, was equally held up 
by the man at a distance and had no 
escape from his exactions. 

That the cotton buyers should have 
come together was but natural. The 
wonder is that they had not organized 
These men stand next 
to the producer and are better quali- 
fied to take the lead in a reform of the 
cotton business than others. They 
have an intelligent knowledge of the 
shortcomings of the market as well as 
of the points needing reformation. 
Their meeting within the limits of the 
Southeastern Freight Association was 


justified by the fact that one of the 


most important matters demanding at- 
tention is that of freights, and, there- 
fore, they should be organized along 
lines corresponding with the body with 
which they will have so much to do. 
There are recent exactions of which 
they complain and concerning which 
they will have to deal with the rail- 
roads at once. While this matter is 
being attended to, others will be taken 
up by appropriate cammittees, 

The cotton men complain of recent 
enactments of the freight association. 
These*complaints can now be reduced 
to definite form, and the two parties 
can discuss them in all their bearings. 
If freights are too high, if reshipping 
fees are contrary to business rules, or 
if there be any other feature in doubt, 
the pros and cons can be taken up and 
an amicable and reasonable settlement 
be reached. 

As for the railroads, there is no need 
of discussing the place they fill in the 
economy of trade. Through their aid 
forests have given way to civilization 
and trade between distant points has 
been made possible. The companies 
fave built up the value of their roads 
by encouraging immigration and mak- 
ing it..possible for the newcomers to 
find a market. As a result of this pub- 
lie spirited policy new states have been 
added to the union, new emporiums of 
trade have grown and the railroads 
have become great properties. The 
reasons why southern railroads have 
heretofore fallen short in this feature 
are well known—local short lines, de- 


. pending upon local trade and without 


any challenge to the effort exhibited in 
the west. where the railroad was the 
sole developer. This condition has but 
recently given way to the great trunk 
lines, which can afford to handle such 
questiéns. They have already made 
many concessions, and that they will 
make more when intelligently present- 
ed there can be no doubt. They recog- 
nize that their dividends are earned by 
the toilers along their lines, and busi- 
ness instinct will suggest the proper 
thing to do. | 

There should be no quarrel] between 
the great wealth producing interests 
of the country. There may be at times 
a want of development, a lack of un- 
derstanding, but negotiation and rea- 
son can brush these obstacles away, 
when it will be discovered that the 
interest of one will be the interest of 
all. This leads us to the belief that 
the eotton buyers and the railroad of- 
ficials, by keeping in mind conserva- 
tism and reagon, will reach an amica- 
ble conclusion. 

The purpose of the association: to 
take up the question of classification is 
important, because it points to local 
sale on local classifications, and will 
do away with the vexatious middle- 
man who buys under one classification 
in order to sell under another.

The Pistol and Its Owner. 

Our very conservative contemporary, 
The News, of Savannah, asks the ques- 
tion: “Are the colored people in this 
vicinity going back to barbarism?” 

As justifying this question, The 
News resumes a-number of local inci- 
dents in which the negro and the pis- 
tol were intimately associated. In 
point: 


There was an account of the shooting 
to death of a negro boy by a negro man, 
and the shooting seems to have been 
without provocation. The crime was 
committed on one of the principal streets 
of the city. There was also an account 
of a fatal shooting at Pooler. Three ne- 
groes attacked another negro. One of 
the attacking party was armed with a 
shotgun, another with an ax and a third 
with a revolver and butcher knife. The 
negro attacked was armed with a shot- 
gun. In the same issue of The Morning 
News there was an account of the arrest 
of a negro who was accused of passing 
a check for $50, which only called for 30 
cents. It seems that the detective was 
satisfied that with so much money in his 
possession, one of the first things the 
negro would buy would be a pistol. And 
The negro was arrested at 
the railway depot and a new revolver 


| was found in his pocket. 


From this The News argues: 

The desire of the average negro man to 
own a pistol is so great that he will spend 
the first spare money he gets for 
such a weapon. The police are well 
aware of this. They know that if a ne- 
gro, who is criminally inclined. has 
money, he will spend it for a pistol. The 
fact that the law against carrying con- 
cealed weapons is enforced with consid- 
erable severity has no effect whatever 
upon him. And that he will use his pis- 
tol on very slight provocation is shown 
by the number of crimes of violence com- 
mitted by negroes. There are so many 
of these crimes as almost to justify the 
eonclusion that there is a large percent- 
age of the negro population that would 
not hesitate to take human Hfe on verv 
slight provocation. If this is so, it shows 
a condition of affairs that is very much 
to be deplored. 

A recent magazine article discussing 
the tendency of the negro to lapse into 
barbarism pointed to the case of Haiti, 
where the negroes, in contact with 
white men, had arisen to @ high plane 
of culture, but Where, since the white 
man has been withdrawn, they have 
returned to the worst excesses of fe- 
tichism and even cannibalism. This 
latter fact would indicate that the re- 
lapse was to a lower condition, be- 
cause the negro in Africa is not a can- 
nibal. 

But without -going so far away for 
illustration, have we not experiences of 
Our own on this point? If the ante- 
bellum white man of the south repre- 
sented the highest form of chivalry— 
almost medieval—did not the black 
body servant represent an Apollo in 
ebony? There exists in tradition the 
evidence of black men of touching 
faith, singular fidelity and a sense of 
honor high indeed. We still meet with 
an occasional negro of this type, al: 
ways with the exclamation: “They 
are dying out.. They leave none of 
their like behind.” It is a fact that 
the highest type of negro yet developed 
was found in the class most closely as- 
sociated with the white man, and that 
the new condition has not produced 
anything to compare with it. 

The question is, indeed, an interest- 
ing one and must be undertaken in a 
spirit of philosophy.

The Printers Are Sensible. 

The printers’ national convention 
acted sensibly when it refused to con- 
sider a resolution directed against ser- 
vice in the militia. 

The dearest rights of the workmen 
of America are those involved in their 
citizenship. Through the operation of 
that privilege they become sovereign, 
and through the militia act in their 
own defense. Any reasoning by which 
there is created divergence between 
the laborer and the citizen is false and 
proceeds from men who are opposed 
to law and order. Only under perfect 
citizenship can the rights of all be 
safeguarded. 

The laborers of the country are not 
a class apart. In their citizenship 
they stand equal with all others—both 
as to burdens and privileges. The 
printers are too intelligent a body of 
men not to see this, and hence their 
conservative action was only what 
was to have been expected of them.

Titles of British Sovereigns, 

When Edward VII formally assumes 
the crown in June of next year, an ex- 
tension will be made to his lst of 
royal titles in tardy recognition of his 
sovereignty over Canada, Australia 
and other self-governing colonies of 
Great Britain. 

This proposed amendment will per- 
fect the sovereign’s royal designation 
so as to make it fairly descriptive of 
the world-wide domain over which he 
rules, but the services of the yard stick 
will be needed to measure the length 
of the appendages. 

Turning back over the pages of Eng- 
lish history it is interesting to note 
the gradual evolution of the custom 
which*English kings and queens have 
observed for generations past in the 
claiming of titles. Edward the Con- 
fessor set the pace for many subse- 
quent sovereigns by simply styling 
himself “king of the English;”’ but 
William I on ascending the throne 
after the battle of Hastings, in 1066, 
tacked on the additional phrase of “pa- 
tron of the Normans.” William Rufus 
designated himself “king of the Eng- 
lish and duke of the Normans,” but 
added, by way of pious acknowledg- 
ment, the words, “dei gratia.” 

When King John came to the throne 
he made two important changes. In- 
stead of calling himself “king of the 
English,” he chose to style himself 
“king of England.” Later on he added 
by virtue of conquest the title of “lord 
of Ireland.” Edward III brought to 
the throne the title of “king of France”’ 
by reason of his relations to the French 
court, and. this title was continued by 
his successors down to comparatively 
recent times. 

Henry VIII on assuming the crown 
modified his title by styling himself 
“king of Ireland,” in addition to his 
other appellations, preférring this title 
to the less pretentious one of “lord of 
Ireland,” which his predecessors had 
used since the time of John. Henry 
VIII was also the first to bear the title 
of ‘Defender of the Faith.” This title 
was bestowed upon him by the pope 
because of his attack on Luther. Sub- 
sequently, when the king changed his 
front, the pope canceled the title, but 
the king liked it so well that he had 
an act of parliament passed copterting

ever. Since then each English sover 
eign has successively borne the title of 
“Defender of the Faith.” 

When James I ascended the throne, 
he still further modified the title 
which pertained to the office by styling 
himself “king of Scotland.” Queen 
Anne subscribed herself “queen of 
Great Britain, France and Ireland.” 
Queen Elizabeth’s appellation was 
“Elizabeth, by grace of God, queen of 
England, France, Ireland and Virgin- 
la.” George III styled himself “king 
of the United Kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland and France.” Queen 
Victoria styled herself “queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland and empress of 
India,” but officially her title was 
much longer. 

In like manner radica} changes have 
been made in the forms of address 
which have been applied to English 
sovereigns. Until] the time of Henry 
VIII the form was “his highness.” 
Then it became “his majesty,” but 
when James I became king of England 
he insisted on being called “his sa- 
cred majesty.” This form was subse- 
quently changed to what it is now. 

Though we have little use for titles 
in this country, we must remember we 
are largely of Engligh origin, and that 
the history of England down to the 
time of the revolution is our own his- 
tory, and apart from the fact that it 
becomes us to be well posted upon top- 
ics of general interest, it should spe- 
cially concern us to know the titles 
of the sovereigns who reigned over 
our English ancestors across the sea. 


Education in Georgia. 

Among the six universities in the 
United States having an attendance of 
over 3,000, that of Georgia ranks third, 
having 3,229. 

The Chicago Record-Herald attrib- 
utes the large attendance at these uni- 
versities to coeducation, to which The 
Macon Telegraph replies: 

The figures for the Georgia university 
cannot be “largely explained by coeduca- 
tion,’’ our state college not being open 
to women. Nor can they be explained by 
state support, the revenue from that 
source being limited. The explanation is 
to be found only in the determination of 
a comparatively very large percentage of 
our people to secure a university educa- 
tion for their sons. That our university 
cutranks in attendance several of the 
richest and most celebrated universities 
of the country—coeducational institutions 
at that—speaks well for the progress of 
the higher education in Georgia. 

While we join with The Telegraph 
in its tribute to the determination of 
the people of Georgia to get an educa- 
tion, it is hardly correct in what it 
says about coeducation. While there 
is no form of coeducation in the uni- 
versity proper, there is included in the 
total abové made not less than 1,000 
women pursuing their studies in the 
Milledgeville Industrial, the State Nore 
mal at Athens, the North Georgia Ag- 
ricultural at Dahlonega and other 
branch affiliations. 

Nevertheless, the showing is a cred- 
itable one, but not at all what it should 
be. We have yet to reach the top of 
the hill.

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The Tariff Can Be Honest. 

The effort of the tariff boosters to 
discredit the democratic party as being 
committed to “free trade” will not 
mislead intelligent men. 

“There is no free trade party in the 
United States,” says The Cincinnati 
Enquirer. ‘There never has been a 
free trade party in this country. There 
never will be a free trade party so long 
as it is necessary to raise revenues for 
the support of the general government. 
These are cardinal truths for the rea- 
son that they are born of the neces- 
sity of free government. The demo- 
cratic party has from the foundation 
of the government aided in the im- 
position of the impost duty and at the 
Same time has declared that it can only 
be laid for the purpose of furnishing 
means for the support of the national 
government.” 

What The Enquirer says has already 
been tmpressed by The Constitution. 
With the collection of over a half bil- 
lion dollars at the custom house nec- 
essary, the people know but too well 
that they have the bill to pay. 

The tariff, then, must remain, but— 
it can be made honest! 

It is not honest now, and upon the 
democratic party rests the duty of mak- 
ing it so. The beneficiaries may howl, 
but they must be driven out of the 
temple. 


TREND OF CURRENT TOPICS. 


The disposition to criticise the work 
of the press is not confined to those who 
know nothing of its operation, but 1s of- 
ten resorted to by those who have re- 
formed from the profession. A few days 
ago Mr. John Temple Graves had a 
grievance against the press to the effect 
that its anfluence was as suggestive of 
evil as of good. Citing a notorious case, 
he came to the conclusion that the press 
was responsible for a tragedy that fol- 
lowed. 

“To show that his logic was bad,” 
says The Raleigh News and Observer, 
‘‘we need only to state that the brutes 
who imitated Sam Hose do not know how 
to read, they did not read the papers 
mentioned or see them, and therefore 
could not have been influenced by them. 
Booker Washington has often made the 
statement that no educated negro has 
been guilty of the crime which evokes 
lynching. So far nobody has dented his 
assertion. If the educated negroes, who 
read the papers, had elapsed into bar- 
barism by the detailed accounts of the 
crimes, Mr. Graves might have support 
for his serious charge against the news- 
papers, but as the brutes cannot read 
and do not see newspapers, his indict- 
ment falls to the ground.” 

Says The News and Observer in con- 
clusion: 

If Mr. Graves had confined his criti- 
cigm to those accounts of such crimes 
as are so written and printed as to of- 
fend against decency, he could maintain 
his charge against some newspapers, but 
to saddle the whole responsibility upon 
the newspapers is so grave an accusation 
as to ghock the newspapers and the 
newspaper readers. Along with a great 
deal of good, newspapers do some harm, 
but Mr. Graves has drawn an indictment 


that would warrant the lynching of the 
editors if it were -true.’’

The Sheriff and His Gun.

The sheriff and his gun are just now 
important factors in the administration of 
law in some southern states. The sheriff 
is, or should be, the representative of 
those citizens who are really desirous of 
seeing the laws executed. 

But here is a judge equally brave with 
the sheriff, as the story is told by a North 
Carolina paper: Judge Hoke measured 
up to the true position of a great judge 
in the recent trial and danger of lynching 
in Charlotte. When urged to try the pris- 
oner on the day he was captured because 
of the intense feeling, Judge Hoke de- 
clined to do so, saying that he did rot 
think all the witnesses could be gotten 
in time for the prisoner to have a fair 
trial. Told of the danger of lynching, he 
said: “I rather he'd be hung by a mob 
than mobbed by the ceurt.’””’ When, after 
passing sentence of death upon Monroe, 
the crowd seemed inclined to become dem- 
onstrative, Judge Hoke mounted the front 
steps of the court house and, addressing 
the crowd, said: 

“If any unlawful effort is made here this 
afternoon it will be attended by fearful 
cost. The officers of the law ere deter- 
mined to do their duty, and I again warn 
you not to resort to any unlawful act. 

The judge wired to the governor re- 
questing that the military company be or- 
dered. out.

the telegraph company could not deliver) 


the message. The judge then himself gave 
the order to the military company and 
the officers to protect the prisoner at all 
hazards, which order was followed up 
by a like one from the governor the next 
morning. 


The Poison Ivy. 
(From The Boston Globe.) 


A good many people of Boston, and 
of New England in general, have reason 
to regret the widespread extent to which 
poison ivy is claiming a foothold through- 
out the rural sections of the country. It 
is to be seen everywhere, climbing over 
the stone walls or winding itself about 
the forest shrubs and trees. While many 
persons find it a comparatively harmless 
growth, to others it brings dire distress. 
The fact that its gold and red leaves 
add so much beauty to the early autumn 
woods in no wise pardons it for the inju- 
ries it inflicts. It is a useless shrub, is 
this Rhus Toxicodendron, and its rapid 
spread of the last few years has set on 
foot an international movement for its 
destruction, and arrangements are being 
discussed for attacking it in a generally 
united way. Its extermination would 
cost an immense amount of care and 
expense. 


The Statements Do Not Fit. 

(From The Charleston News and Courier). 

The president’s declaration two years 
ago with regard to ‘‘the people whom 
providence has brought within our juris- 
diction,”’ that they ‘will soon recognize 
that our flag has not lost its gift of bene- 
diction; it has never wayed over any com- 
munity but in blessing,’ has one authori- 
tative commentary in the statement made 
by General MacArthur, Sunday, on his 
arrival at San Francisco. He said: ‘War 
has wrecked the Phfippines and laid 
waste whole districts. The people of these 
districts have relapsed into barbarism.”

on. The cost of living this winter prom- 
ises to be much higher than usual, owin 
to the scarcity of vegetables and smail 
farm products, and the farmers of Migssis- 
sippi have an excellent opportunity to get 
a strong hold on the market. The climate 
and soil are well adapted to the purpose, 
and the fall crop is easily cultivated. an 
especially favorable feature being the ab- 
Bence of weeds and grass. Nearly ail 
fruits and vegetables are commanding un- 
common prices, and the table issued by 
the department of agriculture on the ist 
of August promised only M per cent of a 
fuil crop per acre. It is going to be a 
costly winter in the way of table sup- 
Plies, for no possible improvement of 
conditions in the drought sections can 
Overcome the unfortunate losses, and the 
farmers of Mississippi should take advan- 
tage of this opportunity. 


Farms Do Not Consolidate. 
(From The Augusta Chronicle). 


In an article discussing the great indus- 
trial changes since 1893 the Hon. Carroll 
D. Wright calls attention to the fact that 
in the basic industry of the country, agri- 
culture, there is an increase in the num- 
ber of farms in the country from 4,564,461 
In 189% to over 5,700,000 at present, This is 
in disproof of the theory formerly preva- 
lent that the evolution of our agricultural 
activities would tend to the concentration 
of ownership, in the same way that other 
industries have actually been combined 
to so great an extent. Mr. Wright ascribes 
the opposite movement which has taken 
place—first, to the opening of government 
lands, and, second, to the division of gi 
farms which has come about owing to the 
fact that in many cases it has been found 
that the best results can be obtained by 
working a moderate area, 

A third reason might be assigned, which 
is probably most nearly the real one, is 
the system of tenant farming now in 
vogue. Instead of our large land owners 
operating their own plantations as in for- 
mer days they now rent out one and two- 
horse farms to be paid for in the fall 
in so many pounds of lint cotton to the 
acre. Instead of running thousands of 
acres himself the large land Owner now 
lets other people do the pea and he 
simply looks after his tenants and collects 
this cotton ‘rent—like clipping coupons. 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson is getting rich 
on this system of farming, though he is 
a successful planter. 

It is not unlikely. says a correspond- 
ent that probably 75 per cent of the best 
cotton land in Texas is owned by men 
who live in the larger towns and trust 
their estates to agents. They farm them 
out either on rental] or shares to negroes 
and whites.

FORCES OF COLOMBIA _ 
DEFEATED BY REBELS 


TO STOP STRIKE. 


Batlle Fought Near Paslo and 
Great Triumph Was Won 
by Liberals, 


VENEZUELA SENDS MER 
TO INVADE COLOMGIA 


—— 


And To Sapport General Uribe-Uribe. 
Colombian Minister at Wash- 
ington Thinks War Is Im- 
probable Between the 
Two Countries. 


New York, August 22.—Dr. A. J. Res- 
trepo, diplomatic agent of the liberal par- 
ty now attempting to take possession of 
the government in Colombia, received a 
dispatch today from the liberal agent at 
Quito regarding the recently reported 
battle between the government or cleri- 
cal forces at Pasto. The dispatch fol- 
lows: 

“Quito, August 20.—The expected battle 
near © was fought on Saturday, the 
17th, and the liberal generals, Lergio 
Perez and A. sas, won a great tri- 
umph over the clericals.”’ 

Through his secretary, Dr. Restrepo 
explained that Pasto, where the battle 
was supposed to have been fought, was 
in the extreme southern part of Colom- 
bia, 2,000 miles from where General 
Uribe-Uribe was operating and that it in- 
dicated successful execution of the plans 
of campaign mapped out by General 
Uribe-Uribe and forwarded to the com- 
manding officers of the other liberal 
forces before the general left New York 
early in the summer. 

Colombia Not Fighting Venezuela. 


Washington, August 22.—The Colombian 
minister, Dr. Martinez Silva, today dis- 
cussed the dispatches received by the As- 
sociated Press from President Castro, of 
Venezuela, through his secretary, and 
from President Alfaro of Ecuador. 

“The chief point to be noticed,” said 
Dr. Silva, “is that the messages do not 
treat war as existing. The message from 
Alfaro expressly states that war between 
Colombia and Venezuela is improbable. 
As this dispatch from Quito is dated Au- 
gust 21, it seems to dispose of the re- 
ports of several dayg ago, saying that an 
Ecuadorian army was about to invade 
Colombia and fight a battle near Pasto. 

“The dispatch from General Castro's 
secretary also indicates clearly that no 
war exists. It states that the conserva- 
tives of Colombia have resolved to assist 
in a revolutionary move against Venez- 
vela and her government. From this it 
will be obeserved that the basis of the 
affairsis a revolutionary movement 
~gainst Venezuela, and of corse such a 
Aovement is an internal affair of Venez- 
fuela with which Colombia has no con- 
cern. : 

‘TI am perfectly sure that in the revo- 
lutions in Venezuela there is not one 
Colombian. I also am well informed that 
the Colombian authorities on the frontier 
have made the utmost efforts to prevent 
Colombian territory from being made the 
basis for revolutionary movements into 
Venezuela.”’ : 

Dr. Silva today received an official let- 
ter from the minister of Colombia at 
Quito, Ecuador. which reports an en- 
gagement near Tamaco, in which a force 
of Colombian revolutionists were defeat- 
ed and arms, ammunition and prisoners 
taken. The letter also discloses the sat- 
isfactory condition of affairs between 
Ecuador and Colombia, and disposes of 
reports that an armed invasion of Ecua- 
dorian troops was to be apprehended. 


Venezuela To Invade Colombia. 


Willemstad, Curacao, August 22, via 
Haitien Cable.—Venezuelan steamers 
have transported 800 men from Maracai- 
bo and Coro, under command of General 
Davila, who defeated and captured Gen- 
eral Hernandez, to invade Colombia in 
Rio Hacha and support General Uribe- 
Uribe. The Venezuelan authorities have 
also sent ammunition to that point. 
General Juan Pietri, leader of a revolu- 
tionary movement that was about ready 
to start, was captured near Magdalena 
in the state of Carabobo, while on his 
way to Arouz Guerico. On being taken 
to Caracas he was immediately set at 
liberty by order of President Castro.

London Editors Discuss the Troubles 
in South America. 


London, August 23.—The Daily Graphic 
in an editorial on the South and Central 
American troubles says: 

“The situation is almost intolerable and 
occasions a very legitimate anxiety in the 
United States. Unless orderly govern- 
ment is established on a firm foundation 
the eventual permanent intervention of 
the United States will become inevitable.”’ 

Comparing the situation to that of 
Egypt when the Suez canal wags cut, it 
says: 

“The republics of the isthmus will ex- 
perience the fate of Egypt unless they 
mend their manners before the inter- 
ocean canal is completed.’’

GOVERNOR STONE 1S HAMED 


Believed That He Will Attempt To 
Bring About Peace—Strikers

Pittsburg, August 22.—ASide from the 
partial equipment of the Star plant, of 
the American Tin Plate Company, and 
the preparation for its immediate re- 
sumption of business, there were no 
special developments in the strike situa- 
tion in this city today. No further 
trouble occurred at the Pennsylvania 
tube works and at all other strike points 
quiet reigns. The Amalgamated people 
point with pride to the conduct of their 
members in restraining themselves from 
violence when they see non-unionists be- 
ing marched into the mills to take their 
places. 

An incident at the Star plant this morn- 
ing is given as an example of especial 
significance, and to use an Amalgamated 
official’s expression, shows that the men 
have been educated to the knowledge 
that their strongest weapon in such cases 
is silence and submission until it is 
demonstrated that the mills cannot be 
operated successfully without the aid of 
the skilled men now on strike. 

Steel Men Are Pleased. 

The steel men are highly pleased with 

their success in manning the Star plant 


not molested it is but a sfiort time until 
all of their mills will be in full opera- 
tion and doing good work. 

The Painter mill has 250 men at work 
and the management expects to be run- 
ning full-handed by next week. Two mills 
are being operated at the Lindsay and 
McCutcheon plant, one of them the 10- 
inch mill. No sign of a break in the 
Carnegie upper and lower union plants 
made its appearance today. McKeesport 
is still completely tied up, but an at- 
tempt may be made to start the Demmler 
tin works tonight with men secured from 
outside points. The strikers are still 
vigilant as pickets, but are keeping quiet 
and making no threats.

Non-Union Men Arrive. 

The arrival fFfdni the east of thirty-two 
non-union men for work in the Star tin 
plate works was attended by great ex- 
ciiement, but no disorder. When the 
train reached Union station it was met 
by Police Captain John E. Cramer an§ 
a@ squad of twenty-five men, who sur- 
rounde@d thé new workmen and marched 
to the mill. Outside the station the 
strikers, to the number of several hun- 
dred, were in waiting. They fell in be- 
hind and several] times attempted to talk 
to the men, but the policemen kept the 
strikers on the outside of the pavement 
and they had no opportunity to do mis- 
sionary work. When the works were 
reached the non-unionists quickly filed 
through the gates, which were quickly 
closed leaving the strikers on the out- 
side. The violent acts that had been an- 
ticipated did not materialize. The strik- 
ers were orderly. Not a hiss or a jeer 
was heard from the time the police- 
protected party got out of the Union sta- 
tion until the mill was reached, and not 
a loud word was heard from the strikers, 
even as o' watched the non-union men 
cross the mill yard to the place where the 
cots were lying, ready to receive the new 
workmen. 

Seven Men Are Arrested. 


Seven foreigners, arrested for disturbing 
the peace at the Pennsylvania tube plant 
last evening, were given a hearing by 
Magistrate McGarvey this morning and 
severely reprimanded. All were dis- 
charged but one, who was fined for hav- 
ing a dangerous weapon in his possession 
when arrested. The magistrate sald: » 

“The recorder, the police and the mag- 
istrates mean to maintain civic order at 
all costs. Hereafter, I want it clearly 
understood, any one who is arrested in 
connection with strike disorders will be 
made to feel the utmost pé@nalty of the 
law. It fs now the duty of the officers of 
the Amalgamated association to inform 
the men that have been arrested, aig 
those not arrested, that strikers must 
not congregate at the mills, at the street 
corners, or even on the streets, and that 
if they do so, especially after this warn- 
ing, it will be the duty of the magistrates 
to impose on’them the utmost penalty ot 
the daw.’’ 

egroes Rovghly Handled. 

An omnibus crowded with negroes— 
forty-two in number—created a deal of 
excitement tonight on its journey from 
the Baltimore and Ohio depot to the 
Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg station 
in Alleghany. Shortly after the trip was 
begun between the depots the report was 
started that the men were strike break- 
ers and quite a large crowd followed 
them jeering and hooting. A stop was 
made on Smithfield street for some rea- 
son or other and four of the negroes 
alighted. Before they could get back the 
vehicle started and the men had to walk 
across the bridge. A crowd of probably 
twenty men followed them out on the 
structure and when about midway across 
made an assault on the four men. The 
negroes were rather roughly handled, but 
none of them were seriously hurt, 

When the gang’s destination was 
learned it was discovered that they were 
being shipped to Clearfield, Pa,, from 
Elkins, W. Va., to do some railroad work 
and were in no way implicated dg strike 
breakers. They were finally put aboard 
their train and left rejoicing that they 
had escaped so well.

CONTROLLED BY GOULD 


Capture of the Road Will Cause 
the Pennsylvania System 
Trouble, 


GOULD WILL USE ROAD 
TO SECURE AN OUTLET 


He Proposes To Get to the Atlantic 
Seaboard and Control of the 
Norfolk and Western Road 
Will Further His 


Purpose. 


Philadelphia, August 22.—Contro] of the 
Norfolk and Western railway has passed 
out of the hands of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and is firmly in the grasp of the 
Gould interests. 

This was announced today as a fact 
and will probably occasion greater sur- 
prise in financial and railroad circles than 
any similar announcement made this year. 

The Gould interests, it is asserted, row 
hold an actual majority of the capita! 
stock of the Norfolk and Western. It 
is believed that the Pennsylvania inter- 
est is about $10,000,000 out of $23,000,000 pre- 
ferred stock anal $13,000,000 out of the $66,- 
000,000 common stock. 

The Gould party began, it is asserted, 
by purchasing the foreign holdings of 
Norfolk and Western stock, following this 
by quietly picking up the floating shares 
in the New York market. 

Control of the Norfolk and Western 
will be used by George J. Gould to further 
the interests of his railroad system. If 
the Pennsylvania railroad will withdraw 
opposition to the Wabash in Pittsburg 
and agree not to thwart Gould in his 
effort to get an Atlantic seaboard ouilet, 
the recently acquired interest in the Nor- 
folk and Western will be surrendered at 
a price which is fair. This is the latest 
of a series of stragetic moves by the 
Gould group to the end of forcing an 
eastern outlet. 

It is believed that President Cassatt, 
of the Pennsylvania, will decline to make 
any compromise with the Gould party 
which would be disadvantageous to the 
Pennsylvania. He will sail from Europe 
on August 30 and is expected to take im- 
mediate direction of things on September 
9. It is expected that the Pennsylvania 
will make no arrangement to hand: 
Gould freight from Pittsburg to the sea- 
board unless Mr. Gould wil! agree to 
abandon absolutely the project for a new 
railroad across Pennsylvania to Philadel- 
phia.- In the meantime arrangements ore 
being perfected for a number of feeders, 
which will draw together at Pittsburg 
over the Wabash a heavy freight traffic. 
The Big Four has agreed to let Wabash 
trains use its rails between Wellington, 
Ohio, and Cleveland under a ™) year 
agreement.

WANTS TO STOP EXECUTION. 


Louisville and Nashville Files a Bill 
for Injunction—Is Against 
Comptroller. 

A bill in equity to enjoin the comp- 
troller general from issutng an execution 
for the collection of taxes on the $1,500,000 
of stock of the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama, owned by the Georgia Railroad 
and Banking Company, was filed in the 
United States court yesterday by the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad and the 

Atlantic Coast Line. 

The attorneys for the railroads are 
Joseph B. and Bryan Cumniing, of Au- 
gusta, and King & Spalding, of Atlanta. 

It is alleged that as the Georgia Rail- 
road and Banking Company has an 
agreement with the lessees, the orators 
in the bill, by which they are to pay the 
taxes on the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama, the Georgia has no interest in re- 
sisting the collection of taxes. The ora- 
tors ask that the company be enjoined 
from returning the stock for taxation 
and the comptroller general from issuing 
executions; also that the court declare 
the stock not taxable. i 

The bill goes on to deolare that the 
Louisville and Nashville road was at 
first sole lessee and was accepted as such 
by the Georgia Railroad Company; that 
securities amounting to $1,000,000 were 
given for the faithful performanée of the 
agreement; that afterwards the Atlantic 
Coast Line acquired half interest in thea 
lease. 

The Louisville and Nashville claims 
that with the Georgia it leased its stock 
in the Western of Alabama, and as a 
non-resident it is not lable for taxes. 

The Western of Alabama was organized 
in and lies in Alabama. When .. was in- 
corporated $3,000,000 worth of stock was 
issued in the name of the Georgia com- 
pany, and on this the comptroller general] 
is attempting to get taxes. 

The principal claim that is made by the 
roads is that the road Hes outside of 
Georgia; that it has been called on to 
pay taxes it does not owe the state, and 
that there is no law in Georgia authoriz- 
ing the taxation of shares of railroad 
stock in the .hands of the owner. It is 
also stated that to pay taxes in Georgia 
and Alabama, too, would be double taxes. 

The comptroller and the attorney gen- 
eral contend that there is a law taxing 
the stock of a foreign corporation when 
these Bhares are owned by parties in the 
state. 

An agreement has been made between 
the two parties that they will not change 
the present state of affairs till a hearing 
before Judge Newman can be had. The 


result is awaited with interest, as an im- 
portant point of law is in issue.

EUROPE SHAKE 


Professor Edward Suess. Dis- 
cusses Existing Situation, 


GREAT TRUSTS ARE FEARED 


He Predicts That the Nations of Eu- 
rope Will Unite To Fight the 
American Combines, But 
Is Doubtful of the 
Outcome. 


Vienna, August 22.—Professor Edward 
Suess, the eminent publicist and paleon- 
tologist, has given an interview respecting 
the industrial and political preponderance 
of the United States that attracts much 
attention, especially as it confirms the 
anti-American views of continental man- 
ufacturers and economists. 

The professor, surveying international 
relations from the standpoint of a politic- 
al philosopher, observes that while the 
Frenck revolution was occasioned by the 
abuses of the privileged classes, the pres- 
ent situation has been caused by a rev- 
Olution of material conditions. The de- 
clining national sentiment should be re- 
placed by a movement for the common de- 
fense of the central European states 
against the American “trusts, which aré 
moving to conquer the foreign markets 
more surely than they cquld be conquered 
by battleships. The American balance 
of trade has reached an unparalleled fig- 
ure. It was a serious question if the 
present political units of central Europe 
were strong enough to make an effective 
defense, taking into account the physic- 
al conditions. : 

The present shifting of the center of 
gravity of the world's forces would create 
three great units—China, Russia and 
America. When China was equipped with 
railroads the people would find that she 
had the most capable merchants and the 
cheapest labor. Russia would have the 
largest army and be the greatest peasant 
state. 

European capital would flow to the 
United States and would be an important 
increase of her economic prosperity. Of 
the thré¢e, the United States had de- 
cidedly the lead. Its policy was com- 
mercial aggression, beyond doubt, and 
states like the American union and Rus- 
sia had gained far more in tbhp way 
of the mobilization of their powers from 


the construction of railroads than such 
countries as Germany and France.

At the three-quar- 
ters Lord Derby was breathing into 
Ketcham’s back. The Cahill horse was 
far back and out of the race. 

Coming home Geers got all he could out 
of his gelding, but the mighty strides of 
Cresceus brought him in ahead by half 


a lergth. The time was 2:07%. In the 
second heat Cresceus drew away from 
Lord Derby until, at the half, he was two 
lengths to the good.

During a meeting of the board of edus« 
cation yesterday afternoon the resigna- 
tions of several teachers were accepted 
and changes were made in certain of th 
schools as a result. The boundary lines 
of the Walker street, West End and 
Davis street school districts were 
changed. 

At Walker and Davis street « hools 
more room had been provided so that the 
districts for these schools were enlarged 
sO as to take in more territory. No pro- 
vision having been made at the West 
End school for extra pupils, the district 
for that school was made somewhat 
smaller. The boundary lines for all the 
other schools remain the same as last 
year. 

The following were the changes made 
in school boundaries: 

The dividing line between the Walker 
and Davis street school districts will be 
Rhodes street, from the Western and 
Atlantic railroad to Vine street. along 
Vine to Magnolia street, along Magnolia 
to the city limits. The Walker street 
school boundary line will be extended 
along Peters street from Leonard street 
to Park street, along Park street to Lee 
street, along Lee to West End avenue, 
along West End avenue to Ashby street 
and along Ashby to Greensferry avenue. 
This extension will take a number of 
children out. of the old West End school 
district and put them in the Walker 
street school district. 

It was also agreed that pupils of the 
first and second grades of that part of 
the Edgewood avenue’ school district 
bounded by the Southern railroad, Boule- 
vard and Edgewood avenue should be as- 
signed to the Boulevard school. Also pu- 
pils for the second grade in that part of 
the Bell street school district bounded 
by the Southern railroad, Boulevard, 
Edgewood avenue and Jackson street to 
be assigned to the Boulevard school. 

Pupils Can Be Transferred. 

In the event there are more children in 
any grades than can be seated the board 
authorizes Superintendent W. F. Slaton 
to transfer these children to the nearest 
schools in other districts until all of 
them have been provided with accommo- 


dation. 

During the summer the board caused 
to be built twenty new rooms as annexes 
to some of the schools. These extra 


rooms will give an additional seating ca- 
pacity of about 1,000. Seventeen new 
teachers have already been elected 
on account @f the new rooms and within 
a week the board can provide teachers 
for the remaining three extra rooms. 

It is expected that there will be more 
applicants for seats in the Girls’ High 
school this year than last, and in that 
case there will be a number of pupils 
that cannot be accommodated. The 
board, looking forward to such a stata of 
affairs, has instructed Superintendent 
Slaton and the principal of the Girls’ 
High school to report conditions immedi- 
ately to the president of the board, that 
steps may be taken fo provide room for 
all the young ladies who may apply for 
admission to the school.

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How Far De Commission’s Rules Affect 
Interstate Traffic? 


IT IS REFERRED TO TERRELL 


Western Union Ordered To Reopen 
Offices on Seaboard. 


WERE CLOSED WITHOUT PERMISSION 


— 


Company Must Reopen Them or the 
Penalty of $1,000 to $5,000 
Will Be Demanded. 


The raflroad commission will have be- 
fore it for consideration at its rfext meet- 
ing, on August 30, one of the most im- 
portant questions it has ever had to 
consider. 

The commission must determine, and it 
will do so under legal advice, how far 
its rules apply to interstate’ traffic, 
meaning such freight as is shipped from 
other states into Georgia for delivery. 

A case involving this important princi- 
ple has been placed before the commis- 
sion, and it has been submitted to Attor- 
ney General J. M. Terrell, who has been 
asked for advice as to the legal points In- 
volved, 

The rules of the commission. 
railroads of the state to charg 
signee demurrage on freight without 
first giving notice of its arrival. George 
W. Brooks, of Atlanta, had aq car of oats 
shipped from the west to Macon. The 
car was delivered by the Georgia rail- 
road. Brooks was not notified of its ar- 
rival, and when he finally discovered it 
was there, he found demurrage charges 
of more than $12 had accumulated 
against him, which he had to pay. 

Mr. Brooks brought a complaint 
against the Georgia railroad under the 
rule of the commission which requires 
that notice be given before demurrage ifs 
charged. 

The ratlroad claims that an interstate 
business it is not bound by the rules of 
the commission, and therefore is not re- 
quired to give any notice. 

The question raised will involve other 
rules of the commission and the extent to 
which they can be applied to interstate 
business, and the decision of the com- 
mission will be awaited with a great deal 
of interest. 

Must Reopen Offices, 

Another interesting question with 
which the commission has to deal is that 
of Western Union telegraph offices on 
the line of the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
road in south Georgia. 

The management ofthe Seaboard in that 
section, it seems, has directed the West- 
ern Union to close its offices at a dozen 
or more small statiofis on the line oF] 
the road, which the telegraph company 
promptly did. In no ease did the coe | 
pany apply to the railroad commission for 
permission to close these offices, as the 
rules require, | 

It is a rule of the commission that when 
a telegraph company wishes to close an 
office it must apply to the railroad com- 
mission for permission. In some of these 
cases permission might have been given 
had it been asked, but it was not. 

In every case where a complaint has 
been made against the Western Union 
for closing up these offices the commis- 
sion has ordered the company to reopen 
them within ten days or to show cause 
before the commission on August 30 why 
it should not be sued for the penalty 
which is prescribed by law. The penalty 
on telegraph companies for failing to 
obey the rules of the commission in this 
respect is from $1,000 to $5,000 in each 
case, and Chairman Crenshaw says the 
commission will take steps to enforce 
its collection unless the orders to reopen 
the offices are complied with. 

The commission will also consider on 
August 30 an application from citizens 
to require the Atlantic, Valdosta and 
Western railroad to reduee its passenger 
fare from 4 to 8 cents per mile. The of- 
ficlals of the road have been notified.

SALE OF STATE ROAD 


They Favor Use of Half of Western 
and Atlantic Rental To Build 
Depot—Must Close Pryor. 
Committee Acts Fi- 
nally Today, 


committee of the legislature which met 
at the Kimball yesterday will recommend 
to the general assembly the use of one- 
half of the rental of the Western and 
Atlantic raflroad, amounting to $200,000 
annually, for the purpose of buflding a 
new depot for Atlanta. 

Senator John N. Holder, one of the 
members of the committee and its secre- 
tary, said after the meeting yesterday 
the committee would probably recom- 
mend such a course, though the details 
of the plan have not yet been perfected. 

The commfttee took no definite action 
yesterday because one of the members, 
Hon, C. I, Davis, of Meriwether, failed 
to arrive in time to attend, and further 
discussion was finally postponed until 
this morning. The committee was ex- 
pected to meet in the morning, but the 
session was postponed until afternoon to 
await the absent members. On account 
of the bad weather and the alleged ir- 
regularity of the Pryor street ferry, the

Unfortunately the committee had to de- 
lay itg action until today on account of 
the absence of Representative Davis, 
who, it is said, arrived in time for the 
afternoon session, but was delayed 
the effort to get out of the depot to the 
hotel. 

The executive session, a member de- 
olared, was not due to the fear of the 
sudden appearance of Hon. Joe Hall. 
So the committee will meet agdin at 
10:30 o’clock this morning and will then 
take definite action. 

Atlanta Must Have Depot. 

“Atlanc. must have a new depot,’’ said 
a member of the committee yesterday, 
“and you may rest assured we are going 
to make a positive recommendation, and 
we will make it irrespective of what the 
property owners on Pryor street may or 
may not do.” 

Another thing the committee decided 
upon was that it would write to the rep- 
resentatives of all the railroads entering 
the city and ask them to renew the 
proposition made to the last legislature 
with reference to the state building a 
depot and leasing it to the roads at 6 
per cent. This was done once before 
through President Thomas, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, but on 
that occasion the roads declined to dougo. 
This time the request will come diréct 
from the committee, and it {s hoped the 
roads will consider it favorably. Should 
such be the case and one-half the rental 
of the Western and Atlantic for two or 
-_three years could be used for the pur- 
pose, the problem would be happily 
solved. 

‘‘Whatever may have been the former 
opinions of the members of the commit- 
tee,”” said one of them yesterday, “they 
are now, with one exception, opposed to 
the sale of the state road. We do not 
want to sell it, and even if we did, I do 
not think this committee has power to 
make any such recommendation. 

“You may rest assured we are going to 
make a positive recommendation looking 
to the building of a new depot for At- 
lanta, even if it takes a constitutional 
amendment to carry the plan through.”

New York, August 20.—In passing over the 
cotton belt the gulf storm has brought a heavy 
rainfall over the entire section of the country 
east of the Mississippi river and showers from 
Dallas and Sherman north over the western 
district. It was hoped the storm might pass 
over the drought section of Texas, but the 
storm passed east instead of west of the Mis- 
sissippi.. No relief has come to central Texas 
and the outlook there has now become critical 
creating a general belief that that section 
will produce only a small proportion of its 
normal yield. The weekly bureau report con- 
tains many complaints from the recent heavy 
rainfall due to shedding and rust, but the trade 
does not give the same weight to complaints 
from rains as to those which come from 
drought, as their experience has been that the 
crop is improved more frequently than dam- 
aged by rains in August. At the time of the 
rainfall the crop appears to be seriously in- 
jured, but if followed by seasonable weather 
the improvement becomes apparent. 

These’ poor crop advices have given tone to 
the market and brought about a recovery from 
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the depression due to the publication of the 


last monthly bureau report, creating a more 
bullish feeling amongst the trade though not 
attracting an active speculation. While as 
yet there has been no settled conviction as 
to the course of prices, the tendency to avoid 
short selling is most marked, One hears on 
all sides a determination expressed not to be 
short of cotton, and while converted to antict- 
pating a general advance the local merchants 
are advising purchases on all weak moments, 
Receipts in Texas will be large and are ac- 
cepted as sustaining the reported damage to 
the crop in the central portion of the state.

THE DEATH OF SAMUEL PHARR
